To Relieve Pain 
Cobra Venom Is Sald To Be Weed 
Successfully 

A new healing principle which 
trains pain into the habit of staying 
away, discovered in cobra venom, is 
reported in the proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences by 
David Macht, of Baltimore. 

Dr. Macht sought in venom a non- 
habit-forming substitute for mor- 
phine. He found something which 
seems to give the habit to the pain 
instead of to the person 

The habit is in most cases for the 
pain to go away more and more with 
requirement of less venom to keep it 
away 

The new medicine is a dried erys- 
talline secretion of cobra poison, 
known as the scales of the venom. 
Dr. Macht and collaborators tried it 
on 115 persons in Baltimore. All 
were long-time sufferers from incur- 
able pain, “and most of them had mm 
the gamut of pain-relieving drugs.” 

There were favorable results for 
86.7 per cent. Nine cases got no re- 
lief at all. Twenty-three got only 
slight relief. 

“The usual therapeutic procedure,” 
Dr. Macht reports, “was as follows: 
A dose of two or more mouse units 
(of venom) was first administered 
to ascertain whether the patient had 
any idiqsyncrasy to the drug. 

“If no undesirable effect was noted, 
a full dose of five mouse units was 
injected the following day. The same

Fi ire-Retarding Wood 


| Chemically Treated | With Compound 
Wood Will Not Burn 
| Coinciding with the statement of 
United States builders and insurance 
men that the United States fire 
losses for 1935 amounted to 10,000 
human Hves and cost $245,000,000, 
|comes a report from the National 
| Board of Fire Underwriters contain- 
| ing an assurance that there is such 
|a thing as fire-retardant wood. 
The wood tested by the Board 
| was red oak and maple which had 
| been thoroughly and uniformly im- 
| pregnated in pressure tanks contain- 
ing ammonium salts, a fireproofing 
; compound which, it is not perhaps} 
generally known, has actually been 
procurable in Canada for at least 
| two years. The treated wood is al- 
jmost the same in appearance as 
ordinary wood but is a little heavier 
because of the salt content. It is 
easily tooled and takes varnish well. 
The investigators of the Board 
tested the treated wood under con- 
ditions that sent untreated walls and 
floors roaring up in flames while the 
treated wood did not burn at all but 
after a long period of exposure to 
the fierce heat was deeply charred. 
Not once, however, did the treated 
wood flame or aid the spread of 
combustion. The National Board of 
Fire Underwriters’ final verdict was 
‘that the wood was non-inflammable.
